THE Monuments lately found in the Cathedral 
Church of Paris, have occafion’d almoft at the fame time 
Two Differtations ; the Firft whereof was read the 4th 
of April laft, in a Publick Aflembly of the Royal Aca- 
demy of Infcriptions, and Medals , a a Learned Acade- 
mician % %, very well skill’d in that Sort of Study. 
Tho’ his Explication appeared very Ingenious, it was not 
generally approved ; and fome few Days after, M. More~ 
au de Mautour, a Member of the fame cademy , propo. 
fed ina private Affembly his ConjeQures upon the Mo- 
numents in Queftion , and took a different Method from 
that of his Collegue. The Author offers this Explicati-

_ Thofe Monuments confift of Four Stones , adorned 
with Infcriptions and Bas-reliefs, They lay Fifteen Feet 
under Ground, and were dug out under the Quire of the 
Church of Notre-Dame, where a Vault was to be made for 
the Burial of the Archbifhops. . Thofe Stones made 

of two old Walls built one again{t another , that lay Six 
Feet under Ground, and crofled the whole Breadth of 
the Quire. .Which gives the Author occafion to make 
Two Enquiries. 1. At what Time thofe Stones were 
laid for the Foundation of one of thofe Two Walls, that 
have been lately pull’d down. 2. How Ancient are the 
Infcriptions and Bas-reliefi, that appear on thofe Stones, 
The Explication of thofe Two Heads makes the whole 
Subjeé of this Differtation. | 


To find out the firft Epoch, M. de Mautour goes back ag 
far as the firlt Founder of the Church of Notre-Dame, wha 
Was King Robert, deceafed in 1033. But becaufe there 
was an Ancieft Church, before the Reign of that Prince 
dedicated to the Virgin, which lafted a long time ; and 
becaufe the new one was built upon the Ruins of it , the 
Author believes that, the Stones in Queftion batenged to 
that Ancient Church: And therefore the Time when ic 
was raifed, is the only thing, that remains to be known, 
It appears from the Teftimony of Aimoinus , that it was 
in Being under the Reign of Chilperic, King of Soiffons 
and Paris, inthe Year 576 ; from whence the Author in« 
fers upon a Tradition generally received, that the firft 
Church was built inthe Time of Childebert Il. a Chrifti. 
an King ; that is, about the Year 522; and confequently, 
that thofe Ancient Stones ferved , above Eleven hundred 
Years ago, for a Foundation to one of thofeAncientWalls, 
Pod ee found by digging under the Quire of the 

athedral, 


The firft Epoch béing thus laid down, the Second may. 
eafily be determined by the Infcription engraved upon. 
One of thofe Stones, which is as Ancient as the Reign of. 
Tiberius. Thofe Stones fo plainly difcover a Charafter of 
Paganifm, that, there can . no doubt, that they were 
taken from a Monument confecrated to the falfe Deities, 
worthipp’d by the Inhabitants of Par/s before their Con- 
verfion to Chriftianity. Any one may be convinced of 
it by taking a View of thofe Stones, which have been 
faithfully engraved by the Author's Care, and by reading 
the Defcription which that Learned Antiquary gives of

M"de Maurour believes that the Stone with the great In- 
feription upon it, was an Altar dedicated to Jupiter Op- 
timius Maximus, in the Reign of Trberia, by the Commu- 
nity of Watermen , Seamen or Pilots, not only of the 
Cyty of Latetia or Pars, but allo of chat Pare of the Ri- 
ver of Seine comprehended in the Territory of the Peri. 
frau:. As for the Figures of Men armed with Spears and 
Shields, ra (fays he) they are the Watermén them- 
felves, who Juft one againft another for the Dedication 
of that Altar. Perhaps they are Guards appointed for 
the Safety of the River, whofe nape are denoted by 
the Names SENANT, and EURISES.” But ( continues 
the Author) are they not rather the Ancient Curetes, who. 
were entrufted with the Education of Jupiter? Whereup- 
on he difplays fome Ce/tick Learning out of Father Pezron. 
Neverthelefs , being little farisfied with thofe Explicati- 
ons, he feems to approve another , wherein he fuppofes 
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% That it, Under the Reign of Tiberius Cefar Auguflus 
the Watermen of Paris have publickly , or Clemate fs

that the Sculptors, in order to fet off the Glory of the

This ConjeQure 
is grounded upon the Hair, the Beards and Arms of thofe 
Figures, which (fays he) do perfe&ly agree with what 
we read in and Strage concerning a People. But 
at laft the Words Ewurifes and Senams afford him a new 
thea “Hie is apr ta think , this Monumenc Might 
have-been ereéted to preferve the Memory of the Alli.

AN ACCOUNT of the People cal'd 
WENDEN @m Germany , commu- 


nicated to the Author of thefe Me- 
moirs. 


] Shall give you, in a few Words, the Information you 
defire about the People cali'd Wenden, (in Latin, He- 
neti,) that are to be feen ftill in fome Parts of Germany. 
The Sclovonians having made themfelves Mafters of a 
great Pare of the Lower Germany, aS fat as Bohemia, in 
the IXcth and Xth Cenrturies , were at Jaft overcome b 
the Governors of the Frontiers. The Heneti, a Branch 
of the Sclavonians, were alfo engaged in many Wars 
with the Germans, and by degrees reduced to a fmall 
Number, and made Tributary. Tho’ moft of them pro- 
fefs'd Chriftiamy, as it appears from the Hiftory of the 
Sclavonians, written by Helmoldus a Prieft of that Nation, 
yet they were very barbarous in their Manners and Way 
of Living. Thofe that remain ftill in feveral Villages of 
Lufatia and Brandenburg, and in the Dutchy of Lunenburg, 
hate the Germans to this very Day, and form a Kind of a 
Nation diftin& from them. J have feen thofe that live in 
wufatia ; Their Langaage is wholly different from the 
German; and they are fo careful to preferve it, that one 
can hardly find one Man among feveral Families that un- 
derftands any thing of the German Tongue. Their Drefs 
is alfo quite different, very odd, and almoft ridiculous. 
As for what concerns their Religion , they are generally 
Roman Catholicks, and very Zealous. ‘In fome few Villa. 
ges, they profefs the Lutheran Religion. All of them 
have their own Churches, not only ia the Villages, but’ 
alfo at Baurzen and’ Gorlitz , the Two Chief Towns of 
the Upper Lufatia, where Divine Service is perform’d 
in their own Language. They ‘have ftrenge and ridicu- 
lous Cuftoms, and are very ignorant. Pare of them are 
engaged in the Service of the Lafatians ; and thofe who 
have (omething of their own , apply themfelves co Hul- 
bandry. They generally live in Villages: Thott Vil- 
lages do not lie together; but in feveral Parts, among 
thofe of the Germans, The Villages inhabited by that 
People in the Upper Lafatia, lie about Bauszen, Gorlitx, 
and Zittaw : There are fome in the Lower Luferia, as far 
as Brandnburg. I muft obferve that the Henesi, that go 
by the Name of Wenden in other Parts of Germany, are 
call’d Sorabiaus in Lufatia, and their Language the Sora- 
bick Language. "Tis well known, that the Sorabi were 
formerly Inhabitants of Lufasia; and there is ftill a 
Town in the Lower Lafatia call’d Soran, or Soravia.

The gis Induftry 
a Generofity of Mrs. Merian cannot be fufficiently com- 
mended ; and the Lovers of Natural Hiftory will doubt- 
lefs receive her Prefent with great Satisfa&ion This 
Work is certainly one of the moft Curious Performances 
in its kind that ever was publifh’d. 


Here follows a Specimen of Mrs. Merian’s Obfervati- 
ons. Pag. 49. She mentions a Sort of Beetles in Ame- 
rica that are naturally flow, and may eafily be taken. 
Upon a certain Day, the obferved , that thofe Infeés lay 
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very quiet , and then the Skin of their Backs broke our, 
and green Flies came out of them with tranfparentWings, 
The Indians affirm, that thefe Flies produce in their turn 
the Infeéts call’d Lantarendragers by the Dutch, in Latin 
1 anternarii, becaufe their Head cafts a Light in the Nigh 
like a Lantern, infomuch that one might read a printed 
Paper by it. Mrs. Merian having enclofed feveral of thofe 
Infeéts ina Wooden Box , before fhe knew that they thi- 
ned in the Night, went to Bed, and was awaked and 
frighted by an unufual Noife. She got up, and having 
call'd for a Candle, fhe perceived that the Noife came 
from the Box : fhe began to open it with fome Fear, and 
was not a little furprifed to fee a Flath of Light come out 
of the Box, as often as a new Infe& flew our of ir. 

What Mrs. Merian fays of the Ants of 4merica is ve 
curious, and fhews the wonderful Induftry of thofe ir. 
tle Animals.

The Author lays down feveral Axioms of Phyfick, on 
which he grounds al] his Arguments. To give fome Ex. 
amples of his Method. The Caufes of Difeafes, fays he, 
are not eafily known ; therefore a Phyfician ought co be 
laborious and conftant in Prayer. 

A good Regimen is of great Ufe to prevent, or to cure 
Difeafes : This Axiom gives the Author Occafion to re- 
commend Four Virtues to a Phyfician ; viz. Frugality, 
Chaftity, Mildnefs, and Joy in the Lord. 


Dangerous Difeafes are frequently cured by very plain 
Remedies. M. Kramer looks upon Water as one of the 
beft of that kind. He alfo tells us, that a little Goats, 
or Sheeps Dung, put into Beer, is an excellent Remedy 
to make the Small-Pox come out. This Confideration 
moves the Author to exhort all Phyficians, to prefcribe 
no other Remedies but fuch as are cheap ; Crabs-eyes, 
for Example , inftead of Pearls. He alledges the Scrip- 
ture to prove his Affertion. What did Elifhe ufe, fays 
he , to change the ill Quality of the Warers of Jericho? 
A little Salt. How did he cure Naaman of his Leprofy? 
With the Water of the Jordan. What did Ifaiah do to 


Hexekiah's Boil? He laid a Lump of Figs upon it. @*. 
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
